WASHINGTON, February 9.—The hearing be- 
fore the senate committee on agriculture, on 
the bill to impose a tax on lard containing any- 
thing except pure hog’s fat, was resumed 
this morning. 

Judge Wilson, attorney for John P. gage 
& Co., of Boston, read petitions signed by @ 
large number of manufacturers and dealers in 
pure lard. urging the passage of the bill; also, 
several letters, together with a statement 
signed by the chairman of the Liverpool Pro- 
duce exchange, representing that there was a 
want of confidence inthe purity of American 
lard, and consequently they often refrained 
from buying it. Also letters from two cracker 
manufacturers of St. Louis and Omaha, stating

An Illinois Prisoner is Removed to a Safer

county, laste Saturday evening, has been se- 
cretly transferred from Monticello to Decatur, 
and is now behind the bars in the Macon 
county jail.

SUDDEN DEATH ON A TRAIN. 


A Gentleuian Drops Lifeless in a Baggage

On the 10th of May, 1885, Sheriff A. T iage 
dale and Deputy Sheriff J. RK. Buchanan 
started out to this settlement, where they had 
learned the Dyer gang were then staying, 
hoping to effect their arrest for the numerous 
outrages that they were guy of. After ar- 
riving in the neighborhood, herilt Ragsdale 
deputized several of the citizens living in that 
section, and together they surroun the 
house where the two Dyer brothers 
were then in hiding. The men had no more 
than taken their positions before the 
desperadoes ran out ef the door and com- 
menced shooting at the officers, who returned 
the fire without effect, as the alesperadoes 
gained a smokehouse, which offered them pre- 
tection from the bullets aud at the same time 
the cracks between the logs of the building 
served as portholes through which a hot fire 
was kept on the ofticers and posse until both 
Sheriff Ragsdale and Deputy Buehanan were 
shot down, Rigsdale living only a few hours 
and Buchanan dying the next day. 

During the panic that followed the shooting 
of the officers the desperadoes ran from the 
building, and going to their horses made a 
break for liberty. They were inimediately 
followed and Eli, the eldest, captured after he 
had received a ballet wound im the side. The 
other, Sam, made his escape, but as the entire 
country was soon aroused and in arma he was 
captured in about a week and lodged in jail 
along with Eli. A few weeks after the pend- 
ing district court, it having been rumored that 
the desperadves would escape with a life sen- 
tence to the penitentiary, the enraged citizens 
formed themselves into a mob and on Sunday 
night took them from them jail and hgnged

liow the Senatorial Districts Stand for 
Their Favorites ~Coming Nomiuat- 
ing Conventions. 
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ELnerton, Ga., ilies 9.—[Special.]— 
The political outlook in Elbert has some- 
what quieted down in the last month, 
especially as regards the sena- 
torial race for the 30th district. Atone time 
Elbert had three candidates in the field, 
Messrs. John W. McCalla, John P. Shannon 
and Alexander O. Harper, with a fair prospect 
of one or more from Oglethorpe. Mr. Mc- 
Calla has announced that he will not be a can- 
didate ; so the race is now, so far as Elbert is 
concerned, between Messrs. Shannon and 
Harper. Rev. John G. Gibson and Dr. Bob 
Willingham, of Oglethorpe, have both been 
spoken of for the position, but K is now re- 
ported that neither will be a candidate. 

There are no particular issues in the sena- 
torial race now. There wasa suggestion at 
one time to put an anti-prohibitionist in the 
field, but since Oglethorpe in the recent elec- 
tion went so largely for prohibition, and sev- 
eral districts in Madison going the same way, 
with Elbert solid on the question, that idea 
seems to have been abandoned. Messrs. Shan- 
non and Harper are both avowed prohibition- 
ists. Mr. Shannon is a prominent lawyer and 
politician, has taken an active part in the poli- 
tics of the congressional district for the last 
few terms, was chairman of the congressional 
democratic executive committee of the district 
foralong time, and is well and favorably 
known all over the district and state, 
and was pressed forward for the judge- 
shi of the northern circuit in case 
Peles Lumpkin had been elected to the 
supreme bench. Mr. Harper is one of Elbert’s 
most enterprising and suecessful young farmers. 
He is a member of the board of county commis- 
sioners, andis a very popular and wealthy 
young man. 

For representative from Elbert, Mr. Joseph 
W. Rucker has announced himself. He advo- 
cates an amendment to the prohibition law of 
Elbert county, so as to allow another election 
to be held on the question. Under the present 
law no other election can be held. 

There is no other candidate announced yet, 
but Mr. James N. Wall, a popular young min- 
ister, is freely spoken of for the place. He is 
a strong prohibitionist. 

There is but little said as to the congres- 
sional race yet, though Hon. William H. Mat- 
tox, of Elbert, will doubtless be urged to make 
the race, 

There isalready considerable feeling around 
for county ofticers in Elbert, but no positive 
announcements yet. 


Murray County Political Matters. 

Spring PLack, Ga., February 9—[Special.] 
While there are at present no outspoken or 
pronounced candidates for the house of repre- 
sentatives, yet there are several gentlemen 
whose names are being used and who are un- 
derstood as being “‘in the hands of thefr 
friends.’ The®e most prominently considered 
now are Hon. P. MeGhee, the present mem- 
ber, and Mr. A. T. Logan, former sherirf. 
Should the race be made by these gentlemen 
alone the contest would be a warm and doubt- 
ful one. Among others who are believed to be 
willing to serve the weople are Captain A. K.

of our congressmen in this matter, but it 
seems to us that, in order to be consistent 
in thie matter of excise taxation, they should 
give the latest output of republican parental 
legislation a very hearty support. 

It is of a piece with the entire republican 
system of internal taxation; it is cut from 
the same cloth. It is the natural and in- 
evitable outcome of that decay of public 
spirit and patriotism which permits men 
professing to be democrats to not only 
tolerate but advocate the republican infamy 
known asthe internal revenue system. A 
tax calculated to cripple the cotton seed oil 
industry of thé south is no worse in princi- 
ple and very little worse in effeet than the 
tax on tobacco, or the tax on any other pro- 
duct of farm or orchard. Since the day 
when the human race became intelligent 
enough to organize a government they have 
been instinctively opposed to the levying of 
excise taxes. They are opposed to it now, 
and they will continue to be opposed to it, 
in spite of the antics of the politicians. 

Tuer CoNnsTITUTION is opposed to the 
proposed tax on cotton seed oi], not only 
because it will prove injurious to a rapidly 
growing southern industry, but because 
sucha tax is wrong in principle and opposed 
to every suggestion of democracy. These 
are the principle grounds of objection, but 
there are others that are worth considering. 
The proposition before congress is in the 
interest of neither good health nor good 
morals, although there is a pretense to that 
effect. Kefined cotton seed oil is not an 
adulterant of refined lard, but a cleanly and 
healthful substitute for the various adultera- 
tions, such as stearine, wagon grease, etc., 
which have been employed by the lard man- 
ufacturers of the west. 

The proposed legislation is, in fact, an 
attack on the stomachs and the digestion of 
that large public which is in the habit of 
using lard as an article of food. On this point, 
the testimony of Mr. Fairbanks, one of the 
largest lard producers of Chicago, is worthy 
of attention. It seems that the consump- 
tion of hog’s fat put in various forms out- 
runs the production. To meet the public 
demand stearine was mixed with ordinary 
Jard, and the packing-houses dumped heads, 
fect, intestines, and everything out of which 
hog’s grease could be boiled, into the lard 
pans. The result of this proeess was the 
ordinary lard of commerce, which was sold 
all over the country before the manufacture 
of cotton seed oil was begun ona large scale. 
It is still largely sold, and this is the kind 
of hog’s fat which congress proposes to pro- 
tect. 

Yhe whole movement is intended to tax 
the public into buying hog’s fat that is no 
purer than common wagon grease—a so- 
called refined lard that is manufactured 
from swine found dead in the overcrowded 
yards and freight trains in Chicago. The 
whole movement is tn favor ofa ring of 
lard manufacturers, who are also specu- 
lators, and it is a little singular how readily 
the modern congressman falls into the 
clutches of such aring. The ring, whether 
it iscomposed of lard speculators or whisky 
manufacturers, seems to catch them all. 
The northern and western congressmen de- 
sire to tax and cripple the cotton seed oj] 
industry, not because it is a southern affair, 
but because the Chicago lard men are in 
Washington with a pocket full of money. 

The fight is simply one between the man- 
ufacturers of bogus lard and the manufac- 
turers of lard mixed with refined cotton 
seed oil.

The parrow gauge side- 
walk ordinances of this city should be repealed at 
once and a broad gauge sidewalk for the bencfit of 
pedestrians be given, for they certainly have more 
need of it and use it more than an occasiona) <ecliv- 
ery wagon does the street proper.

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MISSISSIPPI LEGISLATURE. 


The “Pig Law” Signed—The Proceeding*® 
Yesterday. 

JACKSON, Miss., February Fg mee 2 
The governor ‘has signed the bill repealing 
what is known asthe “piglaw,” and under 
which the larceny of live stock of the value of 
one dollar wasa felony. Twenty-five dollars 
is now the standard which congtitutes a felony 
of any kind of property. 

The senate, after much debate, passed a bill 
toreguiate the sale of property under trust 
deeds and mortgages. Its object appears to be 
to institute chancery proceedings under certain 
circumstances before there can be a foreclos- 
ure, and is evidently in favor of the debtor 
class. A score of bills were offered and referred 
in the house. 

The bill preventing the sale of tobacco and 
cigarettes to minors was killed, as was the bill 
re-establishing Pearl county. Quite a number 
of local prohibition bills were passed, among 
them to prevent the sale of liquor within five 
miles of Crystal Springs. No action was taken 
on the bill, proposing to repeal the land grant 
of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad company.

The 
note was addressed to her husband, and alter 
regretting her inability to live happily with 
him she bade him goodbye, and asking him to 
tell her mother and father farewell, said that 
she was going off to take landanum. At the 
store the ofiicer found some confusion, and 
calling Terry out began questioning him. The 
young merchant stated that his wife had come 
to the store about noon and asked him for ten 
cents. 

“What do you want with it®’’ he asked her. 

Mrs. Terry gave a reason for her request. 
and after some discussion, he sooned the 
drawer and gave her the money. Soon after 
receiving the money she left the store, and in 
a short time the note, in which she announced 
her determination to snicide, was found. 
Of course, the note caused a change in every- 
thing. Terry instantly forgot his business and 
everything else and started out to search for 
his missing wife. He went in and outof the 
drug stores, asking if a lady, whom he de- 
scribed, had purchased a phial of laudanum, 
and then, after making a circuit, returned to 
his place without any information. 

After hearing the merchant's statement 
Otticer Thompson started out on the search. 
He provided the patrolmen with a description 
of the missing lady, asking them to look out 
for her. While in the midst of the search, 
however, he received a message saying that 
Mrs. Terry had befound. Instantly the officer 
hurried to the store, aud there was confronted 
by Terry, his wife and her mother. She was 
apparently well, but her friends were extreme- 
ly uneasy about her, notwithstanding the fact 
that she asserted most positively that she had 
not touched a drop of laudanuin. 

Mrs. Terry acknowledged having written 
the note but again and again denied having 
taken any poison. She declined, however, to 
assign any cause for the note, and her friends, 
rejoiced at finding her, declined to permit the 
ofticers to push the question as to why she had 
announced her determination to suicide.

CHICAGQ, February 9.—A‘ter the steady decline 
for the past three daysand heavy short selling of yes 
terday, the crowd were in a humor ot buying for an 
up turn. The weather was very cold throughout the 
west and northwest, and local receipts were light. 
Wheat, corn and oats opened 44 higher, There was 
a slight decline from early prices on announcement 
of Benseley Brothers’ failure. May wheat declined 
from 50*,@ 07; to 804, but immediately recovered, 
and advanced to :1',@814. The decline|was caused 
by short selling by scalpers on the theory that a big 
line would come overboard, When the stuff failed to 
come out shorts began to cover, and caused the ad- 
vance. Toward the close, prices again weakened 
slightly,;May clésingeat 81, 

Corn was fairly active and somewhat stronger. 
The tendency was upward from the §start, until the 
Bensley failure was announced, when the scare 
caused a drop of a few points, May touching 50'.. 
As soon as the flurry was over, a demand was again 
felt and prices moved upward again, May closing at 
51%. 

Oats were again quite ective for May. There was 
more or less realizing and the fact of there having 
lately been a liberal decline, bringingjprices down to 
within .@2'% cents of lowest point that May oats 
have touched, created also very fair speculative de- 
mand. 

Provisions were steadier, but changes in prices 
were small, and mostly in favorof holders. The 
receipts of hogs were fair and prices lower, but had 
little effect on values of hog products, and although 
the opening sales were at about the same figures as 
yesterday’s close, they soon moved up, pork advanc- 
ing 15 cents and short ribs7!4, and closed steady, 
with most of the advance maintained.

THE crTy courT, Judge Howard Van Epps 
presiding, met yesterday morning at 9 o'clock, 
and the case of the state against P. R. John- 
Sun was resumed.

Wesley’s story was that Hattie Walker, who 
also claimed the watch, gave him the ticket 
which admitted him to the grounds. Noth- 
ing, h@ says, was stipulated as to what the 
ticket might draw in the lottery. The ticket 
was given as pay for his help in carrying a 
generous offering of bread and cake to Yellow- 
stone Kit. Wesley says it was a big load, and 
that he earned his ticket. 

The woman succeeded in convincing the 
jury that she gave the ticket to Wesley with 
the express understanding that she reserved 
all title to what the ticket might draw, and 
that the particular ticket -which she gave 
Wesley was the one that drew the watch. 

So the decision of Judge Landrum was re- 
versed, and the watch was turned over to Hat- 
tie Walker.
